A RECENT judicial decision in a case involy- 
lig copyright and monopoly of use of news 
sent from the Antarctic by Captain Amund- 
sen will interest publishers of magazines and 
books as well as of new spapers. \Vhile 
admitting the validity of the copyright 
involved, the court ruled that all the steps 
required by law had not been conformed with 
when a restraining injunction against a rival 
publisher and appropriator of the story was 
issued, and that. therefore, the mjunction was not valid. The court 
apparently denies right of action in defense Of property in copyright 
until all the procedure of filing the same at Washington by the reg- 
ister of copyrights has been complied with. Whereas, the assump- 
tion has been that protection of a publisher began as soon as he began 
complying with the law; that is, as soon as two coptes ot a publica- 
tion cirected to the register were deposited in the mails. Indeed, book 
publishers have assumed that their defense to title was reasonably

printed, sometimes a considerable time before publication

The Canadian 
eovernment, instead of building the dock itself, will give the contract 
to a satistactory bidder, granting a subsidy equal to 3'> per cent 
upon the investment and covering a period of thirty-five vears.

The political economists fellon it like one man. Mr. Ruskin. they 
explained, nnght know all about art. but he knew nothing about 
wages. The author rephed by declaring that long after his views on 
art had ceased to interest the avorld, bis views on economics would 
be of intense imterest to humanitv. The fact was that economists 
had lett the human equation out of their calculations. Mr. Ruskin 
saw that it was the pivet on which the whole question turned. As 
the world begins to recognize the tact that Mind and not matter is 
the donunant power, it begins to see that the human equation cannot 
be neglected: and that so-called economic laws are not laws at all. 
1; so much as law is fmal, but are mere human theories Huctuating 
with the mental outlook. The economists of half a century ago, with 
their theories of child labor and other atrocities, proved, to their own 
sauistaction, that the stable state was economically built on laws in 
which humanity plaved no part. Pfumanity has proved, however, 
that it cannot be discounted in this way: and as its demands come to 
be scientifically understood it becomes abundantly clear that no 
nan has got to suffer in order that another man may gain.
